MANAGER’S REPORT 


Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Springfield, 
Springfield, Vermont. 


I herewith submit to. your honorable Board my report fcr 
the year ending February Ist, 1926. 


While we have had no Railroad bonds to pay during the 
past year, our ten-cent tax reduction of a year ago actually 
reduced our income, for general purposes, some three thou- 
sand dollars. We have, however, by very careful manage- 
ment, been able to show a cash balance of $15,100.10—just a 
few dollars more than last year. 


The execution of our normal business and the continued 
expansion in permanent work, under our present tax rate, re- 
quires extreme watchfulness. 


Highways 
Most of this work has been of a routine nature. 


Blasting of the ledge, opposite the property of William 
E. Corliss, on the Charlestown road, is one outstanding: im- 
provement. This road was also widened, considerably, just 
south of the Frank J. White property. 


Resurfacing money was largely expended west of North 
Springfield Village. 


Rural roads have again received full benefit of our spe- 
cial 7% tax money, to the amount of $6106.04. Gravel sur- 
face was applied in some half dozen localities. Crary Hill 
road was considerably improved at two or three different 
points. In addition to this, some several hundred dollars, from 
regular highway money, has been expended on roads of this 
type. 

The expense of our patrol work on 19% miles of State 
road has increased very noticeably during the past three 
years. 


For 1925, the town has expended $125.00 per mile. The 
cost above these figures was borne by the State. In 1922, 
our expense was but $60.00 per mile—1923, $100.00 per mile 
—1924, $103.00 per mile. 


Unselected Highways 


The amount available from the state for this work was 
some nine hundred dollars greater than for the past few 
years. . 

We have asked for no appropriation in this department 
for the past two years. Our cash balance in this department 
is now sufficiently reduced to warrant the appropriation this 
year of about one thousand dollars. 

The work began at the town line, on the Weathersficeld 
Center road, near the property of C. A. Corliss, and extended 
southerly about one mile. For more than one-half of this 
distance, the highway was very materially widened. Several 
rods of stone base were laid and two new sluices installed. 
The heavy gravel surface was then applied. A bad ledge for- 
mation, just south of the Herbert Thompson place, was blast- 
ed and the surface brought to something near. a true grade 
and alignment. 

We feel that a small portion of next year’s unselected 
money should be expended in this locality to really complete 
our work of this year. 


Bridges 


The new concrete bridge and consequent change of high- 
way at West Springfield is probably the most outstanding im- 
provement for the past year. 

Our claims for bridge construction were, roughly, 
$2500.00. We received state aid to one-half this amount. The 
necessary cuts and fills on the bridge approach cost very near- 
ly as much more. This, too, was accomplished with the as- 
sistance of state money. 

A new floor was laid on the Fairground bridge—construc- 
tion of 2x4’s laid on edge and treated with Tarvia B. This 
floor should last for several years. 

Outside these two jobs, our bridge work has been a mat- 
ter of general repairs as needed. 


During the past five years, we have constructed six con- 
crete bridges, at an expense to the town of slightly over 
$6000.00. 


Cemeteries 


The amount expended for cemeteries, the past year, is 
$3081.25—some $1500.00 less than the previous year. 


Equipment 
With quite extensive repairs necessary on the Holt 
tractor, it seemed better judgment to trade for a new ma- 
chine. This was accomplished during October. All trucks 
have been thoroughly overhauled, at less than usual expense 
for repair parts, and entire equipment is in readiness for the 
coming year’s work. 


Schools 


A year ago, some problems in school affairs seemed of 
difficult settlement at the time our budget was prepared. 


Chief among these were possible heating and ventilating 
changes at our Central School building and North Springfield. 
These items called for an expenditure of about four thousand 
dollars and during the late summer, their execution seemed 
advisable. The work was duly undertaken and the necessary 
expense incurred accounts in a large part for the reduced cash 
balance in school department. 


A Word to Taxpayers

Farm News 


The operation of our farm, for the past three years; has 
cost the taxpayers one thousand dollars a year less than the 
average for four years, 1920 to 1923 inclusive. 


About two years ago, we discovered that our dairy was 
the lowest test herd supplying milk to the Bellows Falls Co- 
operative Creamery, Inc. Since that time, we have undertak- 
en, very gradually, a complete change in the cows kept at the 
farm. 


Our sale of milk for the past year totals $2368.48 or 
$714.11 more than last year’s income and $855.78 greater than 
our average for the six years previous. With our present 
dairy and methods of handling milk, transportation charges 
have increased but $18.15 over last year. Further analyzed, 
last year these handling charges were 16% of total milk 
income. This year they are 12%. 


The needed repair of roofs, on some of our large barns, 
caused considerably extra expense this year. 


Almost $300.00 has been deducted from inventory on 
horses during the past two years. This accounts, in some 
degree, for the smaller inventory. 


The receipts from all stock sold has been re-invested in 
other cows of entirely different type. But for this reason, 
our showing would have been still better. By another year, 
all animals of the original herd will have been replaced by 
new cows.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Directors and Citizens of Springfield: 

The report herewith submitted covers the last seven 

months of the fiscal year ending Feb. 1, 1926, my term, of 
office having begun July 1, 1925. 
At the close of June, Mr. Herbert D. Casey, for thirteen 
years superintendent of your schools, resigned to accept the 
superintendency of schools at Easthampton, Mass. During 
his long and successful service in the schools of Springfield 
the number of pupils was doubled, and this town maintained 
a rank among the most progressive school systems in the 
state. 

In the summer vacation there were vacancies to fill in. 
the department of Drawing, in Grade 2A of the Central 
School, and in the Connecticut River School. These positions 
were filled with teachers of successful experience. On ac- 
count of the very large number of children in the third grade 
it was necessary to open another room and employ another 
teacher. The only room available was one at the South 
School. 

During the school year thus far there has been little 
sickness and absence on the part of the teachers. The servy- 
ice that your teachers are rendering is of a high order. In 
equipment and efficiency they rank among the best. There is 


28 


need, as always, of constant effort on their part, to improve 
this equipment and efficiency, but they are showing a com- 
mendable spirit in this regard. 

Meetings of the grade teachers with the superintendent 
have been held every two weeks, while the principals meet 
with their teachers each week. The grade teachers this year 
are studying the fundamental principles and practical prob- 
lems that have to do with the work of teaching. 

The recent death of Mrs. VanOrnam, long a teacher in 
the schools of Springfield, and one of the most capable and 
faithful teachers that I have ever known, has caused univer- 
sal sadness in this community. She is no longer with us, 
but her cheerful and splendid service to the children of 
Springfield can never be forgotten. 

During the summer extensive repairs and improvements 
were made, particularly in the installation of a new heating 
system at North Springfield, and in the painting and other- 
wise improving the interior of the Connecticut River and 
West Springfield Schools. The new system at North Spring- 
field is working very satisfactorily, with a moderate consump- 
tion of fuel, and the two rural schools referred to are much 
improved in appearance and comfort. 

The athletic interests of the schools have been furthered 
steadily during the year, the records of the teams being very 
satisfactory and the spirit admirable. Fhe work of Mr. Wat- 
ters and Miss Flemings is producing good results. Closely 
associated with their work is that of Miss Simeneau, whose 
activity and interest are doing much for the health and well- 
being of our boys and girls. The people of Springfield 
evince an unusual interest in the athletic activities of the pu- 
pils in the schools, and I believe that these activities, proper- 
ly directed and controlled, are of great benefit to the pupils 
and to the community in general. I would especially com- 
mend the.movement to develop a suitable athletic field and 
playground for our boys and girls. Such a field is an asset 
to any community. Through the splendid work of the Alumni 
Athletic Association, business-like methods have been adopt- 
ed, the athletic contests have been put on a paying basis, and 
a spirit of co-operation has been brought about between the 
schools and the community in general that is better than all 
the rest. The officers of the association have given of their 
time and energy without stint for the good of the schools. 
Springfield is fortunate in having busy men who are willing 
to render such a service without financial return. 
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The Co-operative course in the high school long since 
‘showed its worth to the boys of this community. Under the 
direction of Mr. John M. Pierce, who has been director for 
seven years, the number of students has increased this year 
to 72, as against 51 for last year. During this winter Mr. 
Pierce is conducting a course of vocational teacher training, 
under the provisions of the Smith-Hughes law. This is 2 con- 
tinuation of the course maintained last winter. There are 
eight students, and the course is carried on for twenty weeks. 

Last year a survey was made here in the state-wide cam- 
paign against illiteracy, with a view to opening a school this 
winter. Such a school is in operation, sessions being held for 
two hours each Wednesday evening. The Altrurian Club is 
to be credited with this good work, as they made the plans 
for this evening school and are actively engaged in maintain- 
ing it. Several ladies, some of them teachers in the schools, 
have volunteered to instruct the classes. About thirty per- 
sons are in regular attendance, and there is a prospect that 
this number will be somewhat increased. In addition to the 
teaching of reading and writing, instruction is given to some 
who are not in any sense illiterate, but desire to add to their 
knowledge of English and arithmetic. 

The experiment of bringing the children from Goulds 
Mills and the pupils above the sixth grade from the Connecti- 
cut River District, in a large motor bus, is working out very 
well. On the whole, I believe that the present plan of trans- 
porting the pupils from the different parts of the town is 
very satisfactory. Springfield is taking a generous stand in 
the matter of transportation, as the law does not provide any 
compensation from the state for the transportation of high 
school pupils except those in the junior high school. It is a 
great help to the boys and girls of the senior high school, 
who reside more than two and one-half miles away, to be 
furnished transportation. The generosity of the town in this 
regard is an incentive to the completion of the full high school 
course. 

Once more is Springfield conducting a teacher training 
course. This work is carried on in the East school under 
Miss Drake, whose work was well known in this town as the 
teacher of previous teacher training classes. Excellent op- 
portunities are provided in our schools for observation and 
practice teaching. 

Recently the ladies of the Springfield branch of the Wom- 
an’s Relief Corps presented three large, all-wool flags to the 
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Central, East and South schools. They have also generously 
supplied smaller flags for use in the class rooms. The com- 
munity is much indebted to these ladies for their thoughtful 
and welcome help. The spirit back of such a gift and the 
spirit it gives rise to are worth far more than the financial 
help in lessening the tax upon the citizens. 

While it is impossible to mention all of the many helpful 
influences upon the schools, we should not forget the Parent 
Teacher Association and the Springfield Public Library. The 
former is always interested and active in the welfare of our 
boys and girls, and is particularly interested this year in co- 
operating with Miss Simeneau in providing for pupils in need 
of attention to their teeth. The library has shown every pos- 
sible courtesy in helping pupils to make use of books, and in 
sending books to the North Springfield and rural schools. 

Your superintendent, since assuming his duties July 1, 
has been quietly studying the problems of your schools, and 
now, after many weeks of observation and thought, would 
respectfully call the following matters to your attention: 

First: The number of pupils at the present time enrolled 
since September is 1446, including the training class, or 114 
more than a year ago. The junior high school has 40 more 
pupils than last year. Several grade rooms have 40 or more 
pupils. Generally speaking, the grade rooms are overcrowd- 
ed, making it difficult for teachers and pupils to do good 
work. If business conditions and population should remain 
about the same for the next three years, three additional 
rooms and teachers will have to be provided for the pupils, 
who will move on into the fourth, fifth and sixth grades, one 
additional teacher and room being necessary each year. At 
present it is hard to see where these rooms can be found. 
Should the population of the village increase to any marked 
extent, due to the expansion of our industries, another school 
building will be an absolute necessity. Already the prob- 
ability of this necessity should be considered by the voters of 
the town. Few will deny that our first duty is to the boys 
and girls, who are to be the citizens of tomorrow. 

Second: The high school has increased 40 over last year, 
with a prospect of as large an increase next fall. The en- 
rollment at the present time is almost 500. Another home 
room and another teacher must be provided for next year. 
Much as we desire to practice every reasonable economy, an 


increase of nearly eight per cent in the year just closed must 
mean an increase in expenditures, if the standard is main- 
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tained. In spite of this increase in the high school, it is prob- 
able that by making all the available space in the high school 
building count to the best advantage, our needs can be met 
for the next three or four years, assuming that population 
and business conditions in the town remain about the same. 

Third: A few recommendations would seem necessary 
with a view to improving the instruction in our schools: 


1. A new basal system of reading. 

2. An up-to-date series of health books. 

3. More emphasis on Vermont history and govern- 
ment. ! 

4, <A set of encyclopedias for the senior high school, 
and a set of more elementary type for the junior 
high school and each graded building. 

5. <A first class microscope for the science work in 

. the high school. 


If there should chance to be in Springfield an individual 
or organization desirous of rendering an especially helpful 
service to our boys and girls, I know of no way in which this 
can be more effectually done than by contributing toward the 
purchase of encyclopedias for reference in the schools. Is it 
too much to hope that some such persons or organizations can 
be found? 

In closing I wish to urge upon the parents the importance 
of maintaining an active interest in the work of their chil- 
dren. The schools are theirs, supported by the taxes they 
pay. It is their duty to make these schools mean as much as 
possible. An admirable spirit prevails in this community 
with reference to the public schools, but we should constant- 
ly strive to bring about a closer understanding between home 
and school. More home study on the part of our high school 
pupils, more frequent visits and conferences by parents, and 
more general interest in the work teachers and pupils are try- 
ing to do are things that we must unceasingly strive for, if 
we are to make our schools successful and get the value of 
the money raised by taxation. We give freely of our money, 
and this is well. We must do more—we must give ourselves. 

For the generous co-operation of the school directors, 
municipal manager, teachers, alumni, pupils and citizens in 
general I extend my sincere and deep appreciation.

6575. This increase is mostly in children’s books. 


Everything is being done to make the young people rec- 
ognize their library as an educational institution. Talks have 
been given by the librarian to the children of every grade in 
the village schools. The instruction in how to use reference 
books, indexes, card catalogue, etc., which has formerly been 


given only to high school students has this year been carried 
down through the junior high. 


A vacation reading club was conducted during the sum- 
mer for children of the fourth, fifth and sixth grades. Forty- 
five completed the work and received diplomas. 


Children Book Week, November 8-14, an exhibit of the 
better books for children was held at the library and a story 
hour was conducted at the Community House for children of 
the first four grades. 


Our library has outgrown its building. It is a continual 
problem) where to put things. Much thought has been given 
to making working conditions as desirable as possible. More 
’ racks for the pictures have been added, five new bulletin 
boards have been installed, shelf markers have been put in all 
the stacks. 


A second assistant has been added to the regular staff. 
This makes it possible to have the library open in the morn- 
ing from 10 to 12, in addition to the afternoon hours of from 
12.45 to 9. The library is now open to the public 61% hours 


per week. 
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My work at the Springfield Library is now at an end. It 
has been a pleasure to work for years as I have with such a 
responsive people. I sincerely thank the many girls who have 
assisted at the library, the school teachers for their hearty co- 
operation, the public for its kind appreciation of our efforts 
and each and every one who has helped in the work by gift 
of books, magazines or other tokens of interest.

Health conditions have been generally good during the 
year ending January Ist, 1926. 

There have been no deaths from a contagious disease and 
the average number of quarantines was low in spite of the 
fact that we had a mild epidemic of german measles during 
the early summer. 

There were a few cases of mumps in August and Septem- 
ber. 

Whooping cough has been the most difficult to stamp out, 
several cases of which appear each month. 

December 21st, one case of scarlet fever was reported, 
but did not prove to be serious. 

Herds and barns of farmers selling milk in the village, 
have been inspected and samples of milk sent to the state 
laboratory. 

Some time was used in general inspection and an effort 
made to prevent disease.

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NOTIFICATION 


The inhabitants of the Town of Springfield, who are 
legal voters in the Town meetings, are hereby notified and 
warned to meet at the Town Hall in said town on Tuesday, the 
second of March, 1926, at 9 o’ciock in the forenoon to transact 
the following business: 


Article 1. To receive and act on the reports of the town 
officers and committees. 


Art. 2. To elect town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will make some provision for 
fixing the salaries of the town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To make appropriation for schools, highways, 
care of the poor, present indebtedness of the town, salaries of 
the town officers, and all other purposes for which the law re- 
quires appropriation or for which the town may legally vote, 
and to vote rates of taxation for the same. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to raise a special tax 
of seven cents on the dollar of the grand list for the perm- 
anent repair and patrol of unimproved rural highways. 


To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum 
of money in addition to the sum now required by law to take 
advantage of the state aid law and if so, how much. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to contract with the state highway commissioner for resur- 
facing state highways and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
seven hundred fifty dollars for that purpose. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money to meet an appropriation that may be made by the 
state for the improvement of rural highways. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of one thousand dollars toward the support of the dis- 
trict nurse to be spent under the supervision of the poor de- 
partment. (By request). 


Art. 10. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
one hundred twenty-five dollars to defray the expense of 
Memorial Day. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money to be used for free scholarships for Springfield stu- 
dents in state institutions. 
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Art. 12. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) for the support of the Spring- 
field Community Band (the local Brass Band) to furnish con- 
certs for the coming summer under such conditions as the se- 
lectmen may prescribe. (By request). 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money the town will ap- 
_ propriate for the support of the Springfield Town Library 
in addition to what the town is already bound by contract to 
pay. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of five hundred dollars for the benefit of the Springfield 
Fair. (By request). . . 

Art. 15. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
eight thousand dollars ($8000.00) towards the support of the 
Springfield hospital, upon condition that the hospital shall 
furnish a hospital bed and hospital treatment to an amount 
not exceeding five hundred ($500.00) dollars, without charge, 
to the inhabitants of the town who are entitled to receive as- 
sistance by reason of indigent circumstances. 


Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to grant exemption 
from taxation to Lincoln Grange, No. 421, of North Spring- 
field for a Grange hall and the land appurtenant to the same 
to be used exclusively for the purposes of the said Grange, 
for a period of ten years and not to exceed the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00). 


Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money for the Fourth of July Celebration and if so, 
how much. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of seventy-five dollars ($75.00) to be used to help pay a 
foreman’s salary, while he is employed in protecting white 
pine from the blister rust disease in the Town of Springfield, 
Vermont. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote the sum of $250.00 
for playground purposes, to be expended in rural school dis- 
tricts, under the direction of the Playground Committee. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to accept the gifts 
or trust funds for cemetery purposes, according to condi- 
tions attached to said gifts or trusts for the perpetual care 
of the following lots: George H. Walker, $100.00; I. L. Hall 
Estate, $100.00; Franklin A. Cook and Susie S. Cook, $50.00; 
Fannie S. Burgess, $50.00; Dr. George H. Cobb, $100.00; Mrs. 
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Fred G. Field, Fred T. Field, and Bertha I. Field, $100.00; 
Jay W. Jordan, $100.00; Julia P. Woodbury, $50.00; Elsie B. 
Huey, $35.00. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
one thousand dollars for the care of cemeteries the coming 
year. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to exempt from 
taxation for a period of not more:than five years, buildings 
hereafter erected to be used and occupied exclusively as a 
home, and appraised by the listers in the Grand List, ex- 
clusive of land, for not more than five thousand dollars nor 
less than eight hundred dollars. 


Art. 23. To see if the town school district will vote to re- 
tire 10% of the town school district bonds, due October Ist, 
1926, and to pay interest on said bonds and to raise a tax 
therefor. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to retire six thou- 
sand dollars refunding bonds, due December Ist, 1926, and to 
pay interest on said bonds and to raise a tax therefor. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to pay taxes to the 
town treasurer. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will authorize the town treas- 
urer to borrow money subject to the approval of the select- 
men to meet the requirements of the town for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will authorize the town: treas- 
urer, subject to the approval of the board of school directors, 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes already rated to 
meet the requirements of the town school district for the en- 
suing year. 

Art. 28. To do any other business that can be legally 
done under this warning. 

Voting for town officers is by Australian ballot and will 
be continuous from nine a. m. to two p. m., when the polls 
will be closed.
